WINTER PREPARATIONS, 
[By Cable to The Chicago Tribune. } 

London Orion or Tun On10aco TRIBUNE, 
6 Patarave Puace, Sram, Oct. 8—10 p. 
m.—Considerable preparations are being made 
by the Porte, if not for the continuance of 
hostilities during the winter months, at least 
for the maintenance of its troops in Bulgaria 
through the cold season, as large supplies of 
warm clothing have been ordered, and other 
preparations taken to prevent the soldiery 
from suffering unduly from the bitter winds 
that will soon be blowing upon the Lower 
Danube. On the Russian side the arrange- 
ments for the ensuing months might seem to 
indicate an intention to 

SUSPEND ACTIVE OPERATIONS 
against Plevna, as it is said that two army 
corps previously employed against the earth- 
works of Ghazi-Osman are to be detached 
eastward to operate against Rustchuk, and 
that a considerable detachment of reserves 
is to be detained in Roumania. But such 
fresh distribution of corps may be due to 
the arrival of Suleiman to command the 
army of the Lom, and partly also to the ap- 
prehension that the demonstration made by 
the Turkish troops from Silistria on the 
northern bank of the Danube is likely td 
prove more serious than was previously 
anticipated. Accounts also from Gorny- 
Studen distinctly 
POINT TO A FRESH ATTACK 
upon Plevna at an early date, probably as 
soon as the whole corps of Guards is as- 
sembled. It is said, too, that orders have 
been issued from the Imperial headquarters 
for the mobilization of another army corps, 
but the Turkish military administration is 
also reported as 
ORGANIZING FRESH REGIMENTS, 
and to have already collected an additional 
army at Adrianople. Both sides thus ap- 
pear to be putting forth their strength, but 
the Turks, although their materials are 
smaller, appear to be levying reinforce- 
ments , 
WITH GREATER VIGOR 
than their adversaries, whose administrative 
measures. throughout the campaign have been 
curiously tentative and tardy. 

From some reports it might be concluded 
that Gen. Todleben, after inspecting the po- 
sitions at Plevna, has advised that the first 
serious siege operations should be under- 
taken against the fortress of Rustchuk, 
which forms the pivot for the operations of 
the army of Shumla on the Lom, and threat- 
ens the left flank of the 
RUSSIAN ADVANCE INTO SOUTHERN BULGARIA. 
Yet intelligence from before Plevna does 
not warrant the belief that a serious attempt 
will not be made to gain that place before 
the Muscovite troops are permitted to rest in 
winter quarters in front of Plevna. 

The Roumanians have completed their 
fourth parallel within fifty yards of the 
counterscarp of the second tedoubt on the 
Gravitza Ridge, and according to some views

IN A FEW DAYS. 

As the guards of the trenches and the Turk-

The failure has uo significance as regards the

_ City. The business of the bank was conducted 
on a basis peculiar to itself; the assets, instead 
oi being loaned on the usual securities, were in 
the main directly invested in real estate, the 
reuts and increase in value of which were looked 
to for the profite of the institution. It is ru- 
mored on the street that the present eomplica- 
tions arise in part from the bank backing up 
parties engaged in shorting stocks, the recent 
rise in the market exercising a disastrous effect 
on that speculation. 

The failure of W. T. Duncan, a member of 
the Pacific Stock Exchange, grows out of the 
failure of the Pioneer Bank, of which Duncan's 
father was th® manager. Young Duncan has 
been shorting Bonanza stocks, backed by the 
bank. At a meeting of the creditors of the 
bank this afternoon, a committee of five was ap- 
pointed to take possession of the bank and re- 

rt to an adjourned meeting of creditors. The 

ankers of the city say the failure is not unex- 
pected by them, and the impression seems gen- 
eral that its affairs have been badly managed, 
and that the failure will prove disastrous to de- 
positors.

And if from these questions of principle we pass 
to certain casual questions which have presented 
themselves, and which the enemies of the Republic 
hoped to make occasions for conflict or scandal 
such as the Ammestyor the Higber Education 
bill—what happened?

out doubt, the State is powerless and time omnipo- 
tent; that they have thus to undergo all kinds of 
disenchantmenta, which explains how every vote 
of a new Legislature is an anxiety and danger to 
the Government, considering these things, would 
it have been surprising had the new Chamber, the 
first of the Republic, undergone the common lot, 
committed some vagary, and adopted some unre- 
flecting vote, to be rescinded in following sessions? 
Far from this, the disselved Chamber disappointed,

BUT OUR FEARS. 

To our great surprise, we found it full of a good 
will not present m the last Chambers of the 
Monarchy, which were reeuited from a Democracy 
already Republican, and unable to avoid a certain 
bitterness towards @ power notin harmony with 
it.

OYSTERS AND STAR-FISH. 
Jeu Haven Journal. 
As the oyster culture is so important a busi- 
ness here, a few words about the oyster’s most 
dreaded and deadly foe, the starfish,”’ will be 


appropriate, and we have gathered from au- 


thentic sources the following tolerably reliable 
information on thesubject: The star-fish de- 
stroys and devours the oyster eagerly. The 
star-fish is well armed, having five of those use- 
ful members, and to make matters worse for 
the oyster hgs an eye on the end of each arm. 
It is also furnished with hundreds of small 
legs and feet. Its mouth is in the 
centre of the body, and it moves slowly but 
very sure when after prey. It can propel 
itself over rough surfaces and into all nooks 
and crevices, and is generally found near rocks, 
upon which they fasten. If one of his arms 
becomes broken in any way, as by getting en- 
tangled in a crevice of a rock, or having it bit- 
ten off by a voraeious fish, determined upon 
making havoc of this particular star, the defi- 
ciency 4s soon remedied, as another arm grows, 
which replaces the missing member. Some 
species of the star-fish possess the power of 
dematerializing, or breaking itself in pieces, 
and thus multiplying its kind, as each piece 
retains its vitality and grows into a perfect 
specimen of the tribe again. The star-fish is 
a sociable animal. It generally travels in 
„Schools,“ or mass-meetings, when, doubt- 
less, schemes for raids on the unsus- 
pecting oysters are devised, and nefa- 
rious eee and ideas interchanged. 
When be hungry he ets Out- 
side of dinner a, , a8 it were, turning himself in- 
side out, a nove ‘process, not to be recommend- 
ed to the Genus homo as ameans of appeasing 
appetite. He turns his stomach out of his 
mouth and envelops the morsel to be en- 
gulphed. The star fish are set down by scien- 
tific men as a mere ‘walking pony ee | * being 
tremendous gormandizers of sea-f They 
are particularly fond of oysters, and when the 
presence of a fine bivalve is discovered nothing 
can exceed it in lively appreciation of the mor- 
sel, not even an American ata clam-bake. In 
our harbor and immediately adjacent waters our 
oyster culturists are not troubled with the star- 
fish seriously as yet, but in Norwalk and peop 
it is said that they have become such a pest as 
to awaken no little concern and ap 
prehension, and our oyster culturists 
watch with dread their appearance in 
plentiful numbers in our waters. Though 
traveling in schools, single ones are often 
found, apparently meditative and morose, 
bent on forming a new administration nel af- 
fairs. It is said that a number of them often 
roll together and float with the tide, and, when 
in this condition, are often ‘‘ balf seas over.“ 
A school of star-fish will settle down on an 
oyster-bed, and then settle right down to busi- 
ness. They will completely aestroy the bed in 
ashort time. Each star-fish will close upon its 
particular oyster, clasp it in its numerous arms, 
and walt for it to open its mouth (a solemn 
warning to. be close-mouthed), when the star- 
fish turns his stomach inside out over the oyster 
and sucks out the entire living stbstance. 
In this way they will destroy acres of oysters 
in a very little while, a spectacle which the

The death of the distinguished Ogtholic Arch- 


bishop of Baltimore recalls to the memory of 


some of those who remember him in his youth 
the romance of his early life.

He gave up at once not only his social posi- 
tion, but the great fortune which his uncle, Mr.

There is a meeting to be held to-night to 
take steps to establish some permanent sup- 
port for the volunteer military forces of the 
city. There is an idea that the City Govern- 
ment should undertake to support the mili- 
tary organizations. No policy could be more 
fatal to the city, or to the regiments, than 
this. There are now two skeleton regiments 
of infantry, —that is, neither regiment is more 
than half full. It is not likely that they 
would consolidate even if they could. They 
are composed of persons of different habits 
and associations ; and yet one full regiment 
would be better than a dozen skeletons. The 
young men who serve in these regiments give 
their time and their services free, and that 
is a sufficient sacrifice to ask of 
them. They ought not to be asked, even if 
they could afford it, to pay the large cost of 
armories and dther expenditures of such or- 
ganizations. The meeting to-night should 
result in such measures as will establish an 
endowmént fund sufficient to maintain a 
thorough organization, and enable the regi- 
ments to fill up their ranks to the maximum 
number. This fund might be a common one 
for the support of both regiments, or be left 
to the direction of the contributors as to 
which regiment the money should be applied. 
Certainly the existing debts of the regiments 
should be paid, permanent armories provid- 
ed, and a sufficient sum secured to purchase 
uniforms. To do this will require a consid- 
erable sum of money, which, however, could 
not be more wisely invested.

A short time since the Hon. Joszrs E. 
McDowaup, representing the Indiana De- 
mocracy in the United States Senate, visited 
the Hon. Orwan P. Morton, Republican 
Senator from the Hoosier State.

TO-DAY’S ELECTIONS. 

The regular State elections occur to-day in 
Ohio and Iowa, in each of which a full 
State ticket and a new Legislature are to be 
chosen. 

The Iowa election is chiefly notable for 
the apathy which has characterized the cam- 
publicans was allayed by an agreement in 
Convention not to commit the party of that 
State either to an approval or disapproval of 
the ident’s Southern policy, the interest 
seemed suddenly to disappear, and neither 
the Implacables nor the President's friends 
have been active mn the campaign.

The Ohio election has excited a good deal 
more interest, but the interest has been of a 
kind tomake confusion worse confounded,

GAMBETTA’S APPEAL TO FRANCE. 

Gambetta declares again, He must sub- 
mit or resign.” The repetition of the phrase 
in the manifesto of Sunday means that the 
Republican leaders are confident of suocess, 
or that they seek to arouse the party from 
lethargy. We cannot believe the latter sup- 
position to be correct. Private advices from 
France indicate that the Republicans are 
active and hopeful. Turers is dead, but his 
memory remains as an inspiration. GaMBET- 
ta has been convicted, but the verdict has 
only established his patriotism in a purer 
light. MacManon has testified to his weak- 
ness, not to the justice of his cause or its 
chance of prevailing, by his assaults upon 
the liberties of the people. As Gampertra 
said with so much force, in his eloquent 
hundred words before the Correctional 
Tribunal: The Government of the 16th 
of May, who are taking purely political 
proceedings against me [him], ought to have 
waited until the country had judged them 
at the elections.” Gamsperrra has now ap- 
pealed to the. tribunal thus constituted by 
the people; there, he well knows, is aJudge 
that no King or President can corrupt. He 
is willing to have his offense tried in this 
court; and, that there may be no obscurity 
in the indictment and pleadings, he repeats 
in an aggravated form all that he suid be- 
fore. 

The alternative of submission or resigna- 
tion, which Gamperra forces upon Mac- 
Manon, is destined to have a place in his- 
tory. The words in which it is couched 
are as happy as the idea which they convey. 
Never was there a better illustration of the 
argument by epigram,—a form of argu- 
ment in which the French excel 
It is no small thing to put a 
grave political question in four words; 
to strip off techicalities, sentimental cover- 
ings, and verbiage ; and to leave the main 
issue so distinct that the dullest mind cannot 
fail to comprehend it. This is exactly what 
Gameetta has done in France. He has made 
it impossible for Frenchmen to misunder- 
stand the position of MacManon. He has 
reduced the proposition to its simplest terms, 
and left no refuge even forignorance. The 
President aided, zit is true, in this praise- 
worthy undertaking. Thespeech at Lille might 
never have become famous but for the prose- 
cution of its author. Even the judgment by 
default might not have produced an impres- 
sion in the rural districts had not the 
Government sent all over France a sheet 
headed ‘‘ Condemnation of M. Gamserrta.” 
The countryman who read ‘‘Conviction of 
M. Gamsrtta could not long be kept in 
ignorance of the offense for which he had 
been convieted. Every voter has learned 
from the candidates, from his neighbors, 
from common report, that the offense was 
the patriotic utterance of Gamprrtra—‘‘ He 
must submit or resign.” But, even without 
the assistance of the Government, GamBETTa 
would have found a way to the hearts of the 
people. He is a man of the people, and 
every ayenye of approach to them is open 
for him, 

The growth of M. Gamzerra in influence 
and credit with conservative Republicans is 
the most significant fact of recent French 
politics. A few years ago we were accustomed 
to {think of him as a smart young advocate 
who had ridden into the Assembly on the 
shoulders of a Radical mob. Later, he be- 
came known as the chief of the Revolutionary 
party, and the head of the Provisional Gov- 
ernment organized at Marseilles. Not till 
the fall of the Commune were his eyes 
opened to the dangers of Radicalism. The 
atrocities of that fearful period in Paris 

him more cautious, and his tendencies 
have been ever since in the direction of a 
stable Government. We find him now an 
honest supporter of the Constitution, the 
political heir of M. Turers, and the leader 
of the moderate Republican party in France. 
He has been transformed into a martyr by 
the persecutions of MacMinow and his own 
patience under most exasperating circum- 
stances. Through it all he has preserved a 
calmness of demeanor every way creditable 
to him, and his prudence has secured to him 
not only the confidence of the Republicans 
in France, but the esteem of foreign na- 
tions. The wonderfpl spectacle is presented 
of all Europe doing homage to a man who, a 
few years ago, was esteemed a dangerous 
agitator. 

GaMBETTA perceives, as his new manifesto 
shows, that the conflict in France is not be- 
tween different kinds of Republicans, but 
between the ideas of Constitutional Govern- 
ment and Clerical Domination. He speaks

would have been now the appearance of the 
city had no such fire occurred ; 

all know what it is, and we suppose 
that it is the generally accepted 
opinion that the fire did an immense ben- 
efit ; that out of the general ruin there came 
an uniformity of architecture in the way of 
solidity and beauty which would have taken 
half a century to produce under ordinary 
circumstances. While the effects of the fire 
upon the fortunes of individuals, of fami- 
lies, and of private estates, are still felt sorely 
and extensively, Chicago, as a whole, has 
long since recovered, and has a substan- 
tiality rarely attained during the brief life- 
time of this city, and much less attained in 
the half-dozen years that have succeeded the 
desolation. 

The visitor to Chicago will look in vain 
for the “ruins” which six years ago ex- 
tended from Harrison street to Fullerton 
avenue, a distance of three and a half miles, 
including in that area the substantially-im- 
proved portions of the city, and all its busi- 
ness sections. Even to those who have wit- 
nessed the rebuilding of Chicago the present 
city is a marvel and a surprise. The im- 
provement following the destruction is not 
confined to the structures which adorn the 
business thoroughfares, but in all parts of 
the city the new and substantial architecture 
has extended. Nothing less than the fire 
would have forced the people of the city to 
abandon and forbid the erection of wooden 
houses. Even after the fire the struggle to 
establish such a regulation was a long 
and doubtful one, and was at last only made 
effective in.the excitement following the 
costly fire of 1874. There is not a rational 
man in the city who now questions the wis- 
dom of that prohibition,or Who would repeal 
it if he could. 

Six years ago the business and productions 
of the city were suspended. But the men 
of Chicago were not disposed to lay down 
and weep. ‘Their energies were aroused by 
the magnitude of the calamity, and at once 
they began the work of rebuilding, and at 
the same time resumed business. There 
was a delay of some days in the delivery of 
goods, but in a week orders could be filled in 
Chicago as rapidly as they could have been 
before the fire. 

Deeply impressed upon the memory of the 
city is the substantial evidence of the world's 
charity and sympathy in the hour of suffer- 
ing. From all parts of the world there came 
hither food for the hungry, clothing for the 
naked, succor for the sick and homeless. 
Never was there a grander and nobler vindi- 
cation of the brotherhood of man than was 
furnished by that magnificent contribution 
to the desti tute of the city in ashes. 

Chicago to-day rebuilt, with a population 
nearly doubled, with a trade quadrupled, and 
an industry of all kinds in active operation, 
extending grateful thanks to those who be- 
friended her in her distress, she invites the 
attention to her present condition that oth- 
ers may be encouraged to practice the great 
lesson of what may be accomplished by en- 
ergy, labor, and thrift, even against over- 
whelming calamity. 


DANA'S PARTY IN NEW YORK. 

CLS A. Dana, the vituperative edi- 
tor of the Sun, has founded a party whose 
cardinal principle is: Opposition to Presi- 
dent Hayrs. Its methods are abuse, de- 
nunciation, and falsehood. Dana's party 
made the platform of the late Democratic 
Convention in New York. The preamble 
and first two resolutions of the platform 
might have been written by Dana him- 
self. They deal with “ frauds” and “ usur- 
pations, and hold up to universal execra- 
tion” the action of Congress in ratifying the 
election of Mr. Hares. That which pecu- 
liarly reveals the delicate thought of 
Dawa in the platform is the second resolu- 
tion, which formally sets the mark of in- 
tamy on the transaction. Dana has been 
„setting the mark of infamy” on Pres- 
ident Hayes and branding his brow with 
fraud ever since the inauguration; and, 
though the President stands up well under 
the infliction, it must be said that Dana 
has never despaired of eventually making an 
impression. 

The trouble with Dana’s party is sim- 
ilar to that which overcame the celebrated 
party of Hans Brerrmann. It is not big 
enough. Itis an inoonsiderable faction of 
the Democratic party. Mr. Dana’s presump- 
tion that his party is the Democratic party, 
and the Democratic party his, has not as yet 
been justified by facts. We know there 
are eminent men in the Democratic party 
who think Dana has been exhibiting 
himself as anything but a wise man in his 
coarse attacks upon the President. There 
are eminent men outside of the Democratic 
party who do not hesitate to say that 
Dana has been making a fool of himself. 
Since the President has been inaugurated, 
and a Democratic House ratified his election, 
no benefit can come from factious opposi- 
tion. Patriotism demands that his good 
actions shall be applauded. Dana isi as 
truculent in discussing Civil-Service reform or 
the Southern policy as he is in dealing with 
the Returning Board or the Electoral Com- 
mission. 

Mr. Dana is a bad Democrat. He attacks 
and vilifies his own party. The Democratic 
party sought the Electoral Commission, ap- 
proved its findings, confirmed the election of 
Mr. Hayes, and assisted at his inauguration. 
We have the testimony of Mg. Parxx, of 
Ohio, to this effect. He says that the Dem- 
ocrats desired the Commission because they 
thought it would give them the Presidency. 
They believed Judge Davis would have the 
casting vote, and were confident he would 
vote for TDR. Mr. Payne was a member 
of the Commission, and he is a Democrat of 
longer standing than Mr. Dana can lay claim 
to. He is better entitled than Mr. Daxa to 
speak for the party. Another Democrat who 
justified and officially approved the findings 
of the Commission is Sankt. J. RA DALI, 
Speaker of the House of Representatives. 
He is by virtue of his position the leader of 
the Democratic party in the United States. 
When urged to recognize dilatory motions 
with a view to prevent the completion of the 
count, he refused’ With his assistance, and 
that of the Democratic majority in the 
House, Mr. Hayes was made President. 
They are responsible for him. Now, it is a 
question whether Mr. Dana is a better Dem- 
ocrat than Sam RANDaILA. 


What the implacable bloody-shirt politi- 


The jmplacable Democrats with Dana at 
their head are not fighting for any priuciple, 
but in the interest of Mr. TDA. They de- 
sire to keep the fact before the people 
that Mr. Tn has been badly used. They 
demand a renomination in 1880 as the least 
recompense that can be made for his inju- 
ries. This is the secret of the Sun’s opposi- 
tion to Gzoncz B. MoCLMLAx, whose grow- 
ing importance in the Democratic party it 
views with undisguised alarm, The Demo- 
cratic party as a whole is not committed in 
any such way to Mr. Tn. Most of the 
leaders found him a dead-weight during the 
last campaign, and they want no more of 
him. Even the New York Democrats, in the 
very Convention that adopted Dana's 
platform, rejected his candidate. The power 
of Tru has been visibly declining ever 
since his defeat; and if he were to be a can- 
didate again he would not get a nomination 
in any Convention, not even in the Conven- 
tion of his own State. 
TITLED INCOMPETENCY. 

The Russians are once more beaten at a 
critical time, and almost within reach of 
success. After a three days’ battle near 
Kars, in which the whole force of the Rus- 


sians was engaged in a desperate effort to 


begin the investment of that fortress and at 
the same time threaten Moxutar Pasha's 
communications with Erzeroum, they have 
been forced back towards the frontier with a 
loss in the vicinity of 10,000 men, while the 
Turks, according to their official announce- 
ments, have lost but about 2,000. Hitherto 
they have confronted the Turks in a line ex- 
tending from Kars through Alexandrople to 
the frontier. Now that line is broken and 
the army is doubled up, and will probably 
devote the remainder of the campaign to 
establishing themselves in winter quarters, 
if the Turks allow them to do so. The 
Russian army was led by the Grand 
Duke Micuazt in person. It will be remem- 
bered that one of the Russian armies in 
Bulgaria was led by the Grand Duke Nion- 
oLas in person in the disastrous repulse at 
Plevna. To complete the record of titled in- 
competency, the Czarowitch, commanding 
the third army, has scored several defeats 
but no victories, although confronting a 
Turkish Marshal who has just been relieved 
for incompetency. If the Turkish fleet 
should ever encounter the Russian, it is not 
improbable that the Grand Duke Al and 
the Grand Duke Constantine would follow 
in the footsteps of the illustrious Grand Ducal 
obstacles to success on shore. 

The campaign has progressed sufficiently 
to establish the fact that there are three 
grave reasons why the Russians have not yet 
won a victory, although they have sacrificed 
a hundred thousand lives of brave soldiers. 
These three reasons may be found near the 
throne, and if the Czar, who has personally 
inspected the campaign in Bulgaria, has not 
discovered the reasons, he must be obstinate- 
ly blind to his own interests, as well as 
criminally careleas of the lives of his soldiers. 
Undoubtedly, from some points of view, it is 
a desirable thing to be a Russian Grand 
Duke. Alu found it so in his trip through 
this country ; but it is yet to be developed 
that a Russian Grand Duke is of any conse- 
quence in time of war simply because he is 
a Grand Duke. It is in consonance with the 
Constitution of Russia and with all its tradi- 
tions that the scions of the Royal house shall 
command its armies, and in one respect this is 
of advantage, because there is no question 
of their loyalty to the reigning house, no ques- 
tion of theirimplicit obediénce to the Czar, and 
no danger of treason. But mere devotion 
to the Romanoff house, or even the severest 
ducal discipline, cannot of themselves win 
battles against the Turks. There is no doubt 
of the valor of the Russian troops, and it is 
all the more remarkable since they know that 
if they are wounded orare taken prisoners un- 
hurt they are sure to be doomed to death by 
torture or massacre at the hands of the Turk- 
ish butchers. There is no doubt that there 
are brave Generals. The history of war 
since Mcnat’s day does not furnish heroes 
more daring or brilliant than SxkopeLerr and 
Govrxo. But mere bravery of Russian 
officers and men will not of itself win bat- 
tles against the Turks. A Grand Duke 
who is a great General may count 
for more, especially in Russia, than 
one not allied to the Royal house, 
but when the Grand Duke has small 
military talent, and from his very position is 
free from the healthy criticism which should 
apply to him; when he monopolizes what- 
ever glory may accrue, and can shirk the re- 
sponsibility of errors, it does not show much 
military foresight to keep such a man at the 
head of thearmy. In this respect the Turks 
are certainly wiser than the Russians. If a 
Turkish General displays incompetency, off 
goes his head; even if a Sultan weakens, the 
Turks always have a happy dispatch” in 
store for him. It aggravates the situation 
that these Grand Ducal amateurs, playing 
war, do not even have competent advisers 
about them, or, if they do, are sublimely in- 
different to their counsels. The German 
Crown-Princes held important commands in 
the Franco-German war, but they had first- 
class Chiefs-of-Staff and admirable advisers 
near them, and victory followed victory, 
The Russian Grand Dukes, however, have 
made blunder after blunder, and, worse than 
all these, do not correct them. The Grand 
Duke Nionolas, both in June and Sep- 
tember, undertook a great military opera- 
tion at Plevna, and in each instance con- 
spicuously failed, in the first place by hurl- 
ing a small force against a large one in in- 
trenchments, and in the second place by an 
utter want of co-operation, which left the 
gallant SxopeLerr without support after he 
had taken the most important position bear- 
ing upon the fortress. The operation in 
each instance was undertaken without serious 
counting of the cost, and the result was that 
thousands of lives were lost without any 
compensatory advantage. The same want of 
co-operation and lack of strategic ability 
sent Gen. Gourko over the Balkans with a 
comparative handful of men, unsupported, 
to confront a powerful Turkish army, and 
now keeps Gen. Zmmmerman’s forces floun- 
dering about in the Dobrudscha marshes, 
where they are rapidly falling victims to 
malaria, Such ignorance at headquarters 
must sooner or later have a depress- 
ing influence upon the rank and 
file. The London Spectator, whigh is 
a warm and earnest friend of Russia, points 
it out as follows: The Russian army 
will in all probability lose temper and cour- 
age with every new month. Nothing takes 
away the heart of the soldier like the knowl- 
edge that he is being handfed by clumsy, 
careless, and inefficient hands. The best 
army in the world will soon become the 
worst under such conditions. It is not hu- 
man nature to sacrifice your life for a marti-

Henceforth the English people will be less troubled 
than they have been by tales of a Russian advance 
to the Indian Empire. Even before this war the 
idea that Russia was strong enough to wrest India 
from us was preposterous; the belief in it was a 
gure mark of a weak politica] intelligence. But 
now that fancy will scarcely ruffle the most timid 
of patriots. 


The Living Issue, a Prohibition journal 
published in Boston, states that the blue rib- 
bon and red ribbon temperance revivals of 
Feancius Murpsy in New York and Pennsyl- 
vania are utter humbugs, and that the con- 
verted whisky-drinkers and saloon-keepers 
are backsliding and returning to their evil 
habits. The Living Issue gloats over the 
fact, if it be one, in a manner that shows it 
could hear of nothing more hateful than the 
success of any other temperance. movement 
than a prohibitory one. As the prohibitory 
movements, however, are even more unsuc- 
cessful than Mr, Murpuy’s, there would seem 
to be but little room for exultation of any 
kind by the Living Jesuc. 


The society formed in France a year or 
two ago for the purpose of surveying for a 
canal to unite the Atlantic and Pacific by the 
Darien route is making progress in its opera- 
tions. Its explorers are busily at work in 
the United States of Colombia, under the 
direction of Lieut. Wysz, who reports his 
confidence that an interoceanic canal by way 
of Colombia will soon be an accomplished 
fact. He specially favors the Colombian 
route, because it will not require such ex- 
pensive locks as the Nicaragua route, while 
the lowest gradients and narrowest isthmuses 
are also found in Colombia. 


The New York Staats-Zeitung, the great Ger- 
man Democratic organ of New York, is utterly 
disgusted with the Tammany State ticket, and 
counsels a bolt from both the Republican and 
Democratic State tickets. It admits that the 
time is too short for the nomination of an en- 
tirely new ticket, but considers it to be quite 
possible to make such a selection from both 
tickets as would secure the support of men of 
both parties who are given to think for them- 
selves, and would give emphasis to the protest 
which such yoters have made against the arro- 
gant dictation of their political leaders, such as 
Conkuiine and KT. The Staats-Zeitung 
thinks that the proposed Cooper Institute 
mecting might fitly be made the oc 
casion for nominating such a coalition 
ticket, and of furnishing the machinery 
by which it should be submitted to the 
voters of the State. The President’s policy 1s 
referred to in a manner which may be too en- 
thusiastic for the Implacables, but which will 
certainly be approved by the great body of in- 
dependent voters, whether recruited from the 
ranks of the Democratic or the Republican 
party. After referring to the objectional char- 
acter of the influences which-have triumphed at 
the State Conventions of both political parties, 
and to the necessity of preventing the success 
of either ticket by way of administering a les- 
son to the party managers, the New York 
Staats-Zeitung, under the head of A Brilliant 
Opportunity,” goes on to say: 

The time preceding the November election is too 
short to think of an organization extending over 
the whole State for the nomination of another 
ticket. Butthere is a practical plan, and one, 
too, which can easily be executed, namely, to se- 
lect from the tickets nominated at Rochester and 
Albany the best men, those who are known to be 
but little identified with the motives that con- 
trolled the nventions which nominated them, 
and to pro those citizens who are dissatisfied 
with the doings of both parties with tickets with 
the names of these candidates. It will require a 
comparatively small number of votes to secure the 
election of the candidates selected in this manner. 
It is trne these candidates will still remain the 
nominees of the Rochester or Albany Convention, 
but it will be shown that they owe their election 
not to the views prevailing at those Conventions, 
but, on the contrary, to the opposition to these 
views, and neither Mr. Conxtine nor Mr. KII r 
could then boast a victory. 


The New York Times rather favors the idea, 
but does not commit itself unreservedly. It 
says of the Democratic Convention:

Why! Objected to. 

he Court did not think it was proper for the 
prosecution to show what contradictory state- 
ments witness had made, and sustained the ob- 
jection. \ 

Q.—Did you after July 1, 1874, receive moncy 
from Periolat? Objected to. 

Mr. Storrs did not propose to connect any pf 
the defendants with the payments, but to prove 
who was the lubricating agency of the “con- 
spiracy between Periolat and Kimberly. 

The Court held that the prosecution had a 
right to show how the

not by what Periolat said, dut by what hap- 
pened. 

Q.—How much money did you receive from 
Periolat! A.—I never kept account, but, as 
near as 1 can recollect, about $5.500. I re- 
ceived $500 from him on one occasiou.

It was paid tome in the store of 
Forsythe & Co. Beardsley and others were 
there. I think the cashier drew acheck and 
went out and got the money. Periolat handed 
the money tome. Checks were drawn for sub- 

uent payments, but I refused to take them. 
0 Was an arrangement made between you 
Periolat as to your proportign of the profits 
atter July 1, 1874? Objected to, and objection 
overruled. 

A.—The first proposition was 83 per cent. 
After July 1, 1874, McCaffrev, Johnson, and 
Carroll were at the Insane Asylum when goods 
arrived. On one occasion in April, 1575, they 
checked off the goods. Carroll ** was kicking 
about somethirg, as he had been on the meat. 

I don’t think I spoke to McCaffrey about the 
Hills. I told him Carroll was makind a fuss about 
nothing. He laughed and said that be didn’t 
think it would amount to anything. There was 
at that time something to make a fuse about. 
They came out afterwards and checked the 
goods, and I told them I didn’t know why they 
wanted to do that. After that there was no 
more trouble. The traudulent transactions 
were etill carried on, however. I never hada 
talk with Johnson about the bills, 

ONLY ABOUT THE MEAT. 

Q.—In the interview with Jobnson about 
meat what did he sav! Objected to on the 
ground that the conversation took place in May, 
1874, when the statute took effect July 1, 1874; 
therefore whatever arrangement might have 
been made with Johnson before thelaw creating 
the offense with which he was cnarged was en- 
acted was no offense at all. 

The Court said if two men employed another 
to do an act before a law was passed making 
the act an offense, and sent him on his mission, 
and he effected his purpose after the law was 
passed, his employers would not necessarily be 


, guilty of conspiracy undeg the new law. But if, 


when the act was performed, the situation, 
acts, and knowledge of the parties were 
such as to necessarily make them then 
guilty of conspiracy, then declarations and acts 
previous to the enactment of the law were ad- 
missabie, in order to explain what was carried 
into eff. ct. , 

Mr. Storrs remarked that the offense with 
which the defendants were charged was an of- 
fense previous to July 1, 1874. 

The Court sud if all the wrong Johnson did 
was done before the law was passed, he did not 
think he could be convicted, no matter if other 
people had acted on his suggestions and carried 
out the scheme, if he was nota party, did 
not recognize it. He could not be bound by 
what he did before the law was : 

Mr. Storrs stated that, after the conversation 
and tne transactions to which Kimberiy had re- 
ferred, it was in proof that Johnson purchased 
goods of Forsyth & Co., and there was evidence 
tending to show that he had not paid for them, 
and that was a question for the jury to deter- 


mine. 

The Court did not think the question ought 
to be asked at t tage.

THE COUNCIL. 


Aid. Throop Explains His Rela- 
tions with Billings’ Gas 
Company. 


The Rates for Carburetted Hydrogen 
Fixed on the Companies’ Terms ; 


Which Are $2 on the West Side and 
$1.65 on the South. 


A regular weexly meeting of the City Council 
was held last evening. 

Ald. Cook returned his thanks to the Council 
for the honor it had done him in electing him 
its Chairman. The time for which he was 
elected having expired, howcver, he announced 
that he would vacate the chair. Suiting the 
action to the word, he descended from the 
throve and took his seat beside his colleague, 
Ald. Throop. 

Ald. Ryan expressed his regrets at Ald. 
Cook's determination to vacate tne chair, and 
nominated Ald. Cary. 

The nomination was seconded by Ald. 
wens 

Ald. Cary hoped Ald. Cook would take the 
chair until this matter was disposed of. 

Ald. Cook having resamed bis seat, Ald. Cary 
said it bad been aunounced in the papers that 
his friends were advocating his election to the 
chair, and a morning paper had even gone so far 
as to say that he and Ald. Cullerton were rivals 
for the place. He could appreciate how a man’s 
enemies might be anxious to elect him to the 
position, but, knowing the peculiarities of the 
place, he could uot 80 easily see how 
a man’s fmends could be animated with 
such a purpose, He desired it understood that 
he did vot wish to beclothed with the honor, 
aud stated that, in his opinion, Ald. Cook was 
still the presiding officer in the absence of the 
Mayor. 

Ald. Thompson advanced substantially the 
same Views. 

Aid. Ryan stated that his nomination of Ald. 
Cary was of his own volition, and that be had 
not sought to influence others to make any 
change. Ald. Cook having announced his de- 
termination to resign, however, he had noms 
nated Ald. Cary. In view of the prevailing

THB GAS QUESTION.

Stewart's o ance in 
This ordinance, 


particular—was then taken op 
it will be remembered, provi es for paying the 
West Side Company $2 and the South Side $1.65. 

Ald. Throop said some questions had been 
raised as to the position he occupied in relation 
to the Gas Companies. The Times of last Sun- 
day had directed certain questions to him which 
he desired to answer. He was first asked if he 
bad not been a corporator, to which he would say- 
that he had,—not at his own request, however, 
but at the solicitation of his friends. He was also 
asked if he had not been an officer, and if he had 
not interested himself inthe construction of the 
West Side Company’s works; to both of which 
he would have to plead guilty. He had also 
been asked if it cost any more to make gas now 
than it did when the Company was incorporated, 
and he did not think it did. He had been work- 
ing all through the discussion of this matter to 
get back to the old standard. He was also asked 
if he had not been interested iu getting the Gas 
Company's charter changed, to which he would 
say that the charter was changed in 1865, while 
he had sold out all the interest he ever had in 
the Gas Company in 1862. He had no interest in 
having the charter changed, and actually knew 
nothing of its provisions until he came into 
the Council two years ago. He then ascertain- 
ed that the price to be charged the city was 
changed from $2 to $3, and the city prohibited 
from making it leas. Ald. Throop said he was 
also asked if he wasn’t still interested in the 
gas monopoly, and, if not, whether be hadn’t 
some oid friends whom he wished to favor in 
his action in the Council. In reply, be would 
state that Mr. Garrison, of New York, held a 
two-thirds interest in the West Side Com- 
pany and Mr. Billings the remaining one-third. 
As for himself, he had no interests to fsubserve 

xcept those of the city and the citizens. If 
— was any man whom he would be inclined 
to retaliate upon, it would be Mr. Billings. 
After the Alderman had sold out his interest to 
Mr. Garrison, Mr. Billings had kept him out of 
his money—some $22,700--for three years, and 
he had thereby lost his interest, amounting to 
some $5,000 or $6,000. Mr. Billings had also 
taken possession of his railroad track down at 
the lumber-yards, and be was obliged to com- 
menee an action of trespass against him 
to get him out. In fact, he 
had bad a great many round turns with Mr. 
Billings in one way and another. Mr. Billings 
had done all he could to defeat his nomination 
and election to the Council, but he would not 
use his official position 

To INJURE OR FAVOR ANY MAN. 

His only interest was to do the best thing for 
the city. The Gas Company had a charter which 
gave them $3 per 1,000 for gas, and the city had 
no’ power to change it. It needn't take the 

as, to sure, but as long as it 
Sid take it the Gas Company could legally 
demand 83. He was working to promote the 
best interests of the City of Chicago, and to do 
justice to all parties, whether friends or foes. 

e had not, until recently, supposed he had an 
enemy in the world, but be now thought there 
were enemies in the circle around him, and 
there had been more enmity, more hard feel- 
ings, manifested in the Council during the time 
this question had been before it than in any 
other place in which he had ever acted. In con- 
clusion, be said he had never done anything in 
his private or official capacity of which he felt 
ashamed, or concerning which he was unwilling 
to have the public know bis position. The 
Council could take this gas question and do 
what it liked to do with it. As for himself, he 
had no feeling about it one way or another be- 
yond a desire to subserve the best public inter- 
ests. 

Ald. Stewart moved that the report of the 
Committee on his ordinance be concurred in 
aud the ordinance passed, The Gas Companies 
evidently had the advantage of the city in this 
matter, and all that the Council could do 
was to pay them a fair price, which 
he considered the ordinance provided for. 
He understood the Gas Companies would accept 
these figures, and he was emphatically in favor 
of 2 this question now, so as to have done 
with it. 

Aid. Sweeney contended that the Council had 
a right to cut down these figures to $1.80 and 
$1.50 respectively, and even then tne Gas Com- 
panies could and would make money. In his 
opinion, the gentleman at the head of the West 
Side Gas Company had robbed the people out 
of hundreds of thousands of dollars, which 
might be well expended in feeding the poor. 
He aid not believe Mr. Billings had the power 
to fix prices as he chose, and he 
was willing to trust the question to the 
courts or burn oil.

THE DRAWBACKS AND DISADVANTAGES 
of this country, are: First, a liability to 
droughts ; se grasshoppers; and, third, in 
some sections poor water for drinking purposes 
and a difficuity in obtaiming any by diegiug. 
The dry season commences in the latter part of 
June or first of July and lasts frequently till 
October. In some portions of the State

Cotton, which 
is planted in April, aud requires the whole sea- 
sou to mature, suffers most from drought,—far 
more than it would if a system of: deep and 
thorough culture were adopted. Grasshoppers, 
when they do come, put in their appearance in 
the last of October, and frequently injure the 
fall wheat, then the greenest and fresh- 
est vegetation to be found, making a 
resowing necessary. They deposit their eggs 
and leave in the course of two or three 
weeks. The young hatch out in the spring and 
piure the young corn, cotton, and oats. Wheat 

usually too far advanced to receive injury; 
but the corn, cotton, and oats sometimes have 
to be replanted. But, as the coming of the 
8 is by no means certain and relia- 

le, it is claimed that much greater loss is real- 
ined by farmers delaying to plant and sow in 
proper time for fear of them than from the 
depredations they commit. But, with all these 
drawbacks, it will be seen that the average yield 
of crops is good for any country, with the ex- 
ception of corn, which ialls below that of our 
Illinois and lowa farms, In giving average 
crops I have in all cases taken into account the 
injury from the above causes, instead of taking 
the yield where these causes of partial failure 


were absent.

Beside specific grants 
of large bodies of lands to the organized coun- 
ties for the support of public schools, one-half 
of all the public domain, or unsold State lands, 
is set apart for the general school fund of the 
State. In locating State lands, by either State 
scrip or as a homestead, the locator must in all 
cases locate two tracts of equal amount and ad- 
joining, one for himself and the other for the 
school fund. This process of locating or buying 
State lands I will explain im. another article. 
The Constitution provides that no part 
of the school fund shail ever be used in support 
of any sectarian school, and also that separate 
schools shall be maintained for white and color- 
ed children, each receiving equal benefits. Be- 
side the funds arising from the sale of school 
lands (the interest only of which can be used), 
the Constitution provides that there shall also 
be annually set apart not more than one- 
fourth of the annual revenue of. the State and a 
li-tax of $1 onall male inhabitants of the 
tate between the ages of 21 and 60 years, for 
the support of free public schools.”’

THE RATE OF TAXATION 
for State purposes can never exceed 50 cents on 
the $100 valuation, nor for count purposes (ex- 
cept for the erection of county buildings) to ex- 
d W cents on the $100 of valuation. 
The provision for homestead exemption is as 


follows: The bomestead, not in a townor city, 


shall consist of not more than 200 acres, which 
may be in one or separate parcels, with all the 
In a village or city it 
shall consist of lots not to exceed $5,000 in 
value at the time of designation as a homestead, 
together with allimprovements thereon.” The 
homestead is protected from forced sale for the 
payment of all debts except for the purchase 
money or any part thereof, taxes, or work or 
material used in improvements. There are also 
exempted all household goods, library, tools, 
and implements of trade and husbandry, and 
in the country teams and stock enough to set 
apy one up in farming in good style.

EADS’ JETTIES. 


No Bar Forming—Claims a Complete Suc- 
cess. 

[We give the following extracts from Capt. 
Eads’ letter to the President of the South Pass 
Jetty Company in regard to his jetties:| 

The following extracts from an official letter 
dated Jan. 22, 1874, to the Hon. George W. 
McCrary, written by Gen. A. A. Humphreys, 
Chief of Engineers, U. S. A., and read in the 
House of Representatives when the Jetty bill 
was defeated, during the first session of the 
Forty-third Congres, illustrate some of the 
opinions that were held by the professional or 
technical opposers of the measure at that time: 

The jetties cannot be extended indefinitely; the 
effect of their extension will be to reduce the 
volume of discharge of the jetty pass and divert 
its waters to the other passes. Under the terms 
of the bill you have sent me, if it is applied to 
the Southwest Pass, thie extension of jetues would 
amount to six or seven miles in thirty years: 
whereas the advance of the bar in its natural state 
during that period would be about two miles. 

The earthy matter pushed along the bottom of 
the river will not be pushed out any farther by 
deepening the channel and accelerating the current 
by means of jetties than it was before; but instead 
of the bar of the Southwest Pass growing about 
340 feet every year, it will, with jetties and with 
the depth of channel required in the bill, grow 
about 1, 200 feet every year. 

Against this charge Capt. Eads replies: 

In view of the prophesied failure of the jet- 
ties, it seems curious that the most remarkable 
phenomenon developed by their construction, 
namely, the deepening of the sca-bottom in the 
precise locality Where the new shoal was to 
form, should not only prove the absurdity of 
these predictions, but that it should likewise 
prove the existence of a littoral or shore cur- 
rent in the sea flowing almost constantly from 
the east, and passing transversely under the 
river discharge, by which the sea-bottom is 
deepened as the depth of the river | 


is increased. The -existence of this 

rent was denied by tke opposers 
the jetties, and their predicted failure 
was deemed additionally certain be- 
cause of its supposed absence. The non-exist- 
ence of such a current could not, however, cause 
their failure, por involve an, extension of the 
jetties within the next half-century, in my opin- 
ion; but the existence of it must postpone the 


question of their prolongation far beyond the 
. 


next Centennial. 

About a year after the jetties were begun, a 
survey that was made bv my assistant engiveers 
of the sea-bottom in an area of fifty-one acres 
immediately in advance of the jetties revealed 
the fact that, instead of the predicted reforma- 
tion of the bar, there bad been an actual aver- 
age increase of nearly two and a half feet in 
depth throughout this area. About the time 
we bad discovered this fact, Maj. Howell, United 
States Engineers, published a statement to the 
effect that an examination of the bar made by 
him showed that a new bar was forming imme- 
diately in advance of the jetties. 


The statement made by the Superintendent 
in compliance with the resolution of the House 
was, in effect, that. in an area of 700 yards square 
about 100 acres) immediately im front of the 
jetties there been an average scour between 

, 1875, and May, 1876, of 68. 400 cubic yards.

showed that the average depth of the 1 
soundings made in this area, in 1875, was 33 and 
9-10 feet, while the average of the 157 soundings 
made in it in 1876 was 35 and 6-10 feet, the 
average increase in depth being 1 and 7-10 feet.

the two lines being about one anda quarter 
miles long. The fan-shaped area within these 
lines contains all, and more, than the area which 
is usually covered by the current of the river 
beyond the jetties, out to the limit of the sur- 


vey. 

Capt. Brown states that within this entire fan- 
shaped area there bas been an average dcepening 
during the year equal to one foot and three and 
seven-tenths inches. 

Sections 1, 7, anc 13 lie to the east and section 
21 to the west of the fan-shaped area referred 
to, and are wholly outside of the river dis- 
charge. 
The prevailing westerly sea current has a ten- 
dency to sweep the deposits brought down by 
the river to the west, and it is not probable that 
apy shoaling, so far east of the jetties as section 
1, has really occurred. By including and av- 
eraging this section with areas that have recetv- 
ed ſrom ten to twenty times as much investi 
tion, the real value of Capt. Brown’s careful 
work is liable to be underestimated. By throw- 
jing out this section no average fill, but a scour 
of cight-tenths of a foot is shown over the 
remaining twenty sections. 

From the district on which the anticipated 
shoaling was to occur, there bave been actually 
taken away from it under the effect of tne jet- 
ties. in the twelve months, according to Capt. 
Brown’s surveys, 1,145,976 cubic yards of de- 
posit, —a quantity safficient to fill a street or 
canal fifty feet wide and ten miles long to an 
average depth of eleven and a half feet, and 
this, too, occurred while the river current took 
up from the jetty-channel an additional amount 
sufficient to fil to the same depth a canal twice 
as large. 

Tne report shows that the amount of mate- 
rial removed from between the jetties in a 
period of 107 days was equal to 1,546,917 cubic 
yards. Surely if the reformation of the bar is 
to take place within the next century, it would 
show some signs of it during the period when 
the channel between the jettics is being washed 
out and formed. Already about 5,000,000 cubic 
yards have been removed from between them, 
and a very large additional amount has 
been removed by the effect of our works at the 
head of the where a channel has been 
scoured out with a minimum depth through it 
of nearly, or quite, twenty-three feet, and yet 
we find a continual deepenin of the sea imme- 
diately in advance of the e from the 
jetties. 

Although the river has been extremely low 
for several months and its erosive forces greatly 
reduced, the solidification of the jetties by 
sedimer.tary deposit in them and by the com- 
pressing effects of the large quantity of stone 
put on them, has tendered to give us more 
benefit from the river current and from tidal 
action than we could otherwise have had, so 
that a continual improvement ia the. channel 
has been noticeable ever since the low-water 
season began. 

The improvement of the channel has been 
such that the Government has ceased its dredg- 
ing operations at Southwest 1 the jetty 
channel is now the recognized highway for the 
deep-draft vessels trading to New Orleans. 
Capt. Brown, in his August report, gives twenty 
feet and six-tenths as the least depth of channel 
through the jettics. Recent advices give a wide 
over twenty-one fect deep.

Mr. Guenther was in favor of the adoption of

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Impaired Capital of the Arctic Insurance 
Company. 
New York Evéning Post, Oct. 6 

The Insurance Superintendent, who has just 
completed an examination of the Arctic Fire-Ip- 
surance Company of this city, has found that its 
capital is impaired, and has made a requisition 
upon the Company for $30,000, 15 percentum of 
its capital, the amount tobe made up in cash 
within sixty days. 

The capital, which was $250,000 when the 
Company was organized in 1858, was increased 
to „000 in 1863, but was reduced again to 
$250,000, and in 1873 to $200,000. It is not 
charged that the present trouble is due to any 
dishonesty of management, the chief cause of 
the impairment being the shrinkage in value of 
securities held by the Company. 

The last annual statement made to the Insur- 
ance Department gives the total available as- 
sets of the Compapy at $243,333.04 Of this, 
$4,500 was represented by real estate owned by 
the Company; $30,500, loans on bond and mort- 

age; $517.92, interest accrued; $179,500, 

Inited States bonds; $8,738.24, premiums in 
course of collection; $5,890.21 cash; $13,586.67, 
all other property. Tue total habilities, includ- 
ing capital stock, are stated at $232,802.13, leav- 
ing * surplus, over all liadilittes, of 810, 
450.91. 


Inquiry was made to-day at the office of the 
Arctic Fire-Insurance Company, No. 104 Broad- 
way, iu regard to the impairment of its capital. 
The Secretary, Mr. Parker, said it would not be 
necessary to call a special meeting of the Direct- 
ors, as the regular monthly meeting would take 
place next weck. He thought it probable that 
they would comply with the requisitior of the 
Insurance Superintendent to make up 15 per 
centum of the capital, or $30,000. and continue 
the business of the Company. The impairment 
of the capital, which was, technically, more than 
$25,000, was due chiefly to the shrinkage of the 
Company’s securities, although partly to de- 
pression of business. The securities which had 
declined were mostly United States bonds. 
There would not. in any case, be any loss to the 
policy-holders.

WHAT THE RECEIVERS ARE DOING. 

Dullness reigns among the Receivers of the 
broken savings banks. Kach one of them ro- 
ports and the “demnition horrid 
grind” at the books goes om as usual. The 
only item of any possible interest yesterday at 
the Fidelity was the appointment by Dr. Turpin 
ot Messrs. H. C. Morey and Hamilton B. Bogue 
to appraise the bank-property im accordance 
with the order of Court last Saturday. A large 
part of the day was spent in making out a list 
of the property in order that they might know 
what to visit, and they will begin their tramp- 
ing and figuring to-day. One of them is reported 
to have remarked, in a jocular way, that if the 
Court had fixed the cost of the appraisement 
atthe sum at first named by the attorneys the 
other day, he would have felt that he must de- 
vote at least a month or two to the work in 
order to justly carn the money. As it was, 
however, with the amount of pay limited to 
$500. he didn’t think more than three or four 
days would be necessary to complete the work. 
It is Dr. Turpin’s desire to get his report in by 
the end of this week, and to the accomplish- 
ment of that praiseworthy — 5 he is bending 
all bis energies. He cannot bein too much of a 
hurry to please the depositors.

MINISTERS’ MEETINGS. 
THE PRESBYTERIAN 

Ministerial Association vf Chicago and adjacent 
towns held a regular weekly meeting yesterday 
morning in Room 44 of the Grand Pacific Hotel.

The main points of 
his remarks were printed in lus TRisunz some 
weeks ago in an interview with him on the sub- 
ect. 

Dr. Blackburn, of the Northwestern Theo- 
logical Seminary, stated that that institution 
was m immediate want of funds for pressing 
necessary expenses. A meeting had been held 
at which it been proposed to appeal to 
the churches. It had also been suggested to 
hold a public meeting of moncyed men 
aud ministers and to havc a supper, to which 
the ministers would be sure to come. The Bap- 
tists had tried this system with considerable 
success, and so had the T. M. C. A. Without 
relief it was hard to say how the Seminary 
could pass through the present crisis. The 
rooms were all full, and the institution was in 
good order, all that was needed being money to 
tide over the troubles. 

On motion, a committee of pastors was ap- 
pointed to confer with the Executive Commit- 
tee and the Committee of Professors of the 
Seminary, the Committee to have power toat.

With winter comes the burglars’ season in 
large cities. That such a season is fast ap- 
proaching there is no doubt, and citizens pos- 
sessing valuables will d well to 
stow them away as

extremely cold night. The first good haul was 
made Saturday evening, when the residence of

of all valuables it contained. 
As nearly as can be ascertained the visit was 
made early in the evening. The family were 
away from home, and, after entering by means 
of nippers through the basement door, the

They knew what to 
take evidently, leaving not a shred of anything 
of value save clothing, which they doubtiess 
conciuded was too cumbersome to carry. 
The list of the stolen property includes the 
following: About 6% yards of black lace 
flounce, 34-yard wide; a lace sash, including 
two ends, loops, knot, and belt; a fine 
black llama lace shawl; 1 yards point 
applique, very fine, and about one-eighth yard 
in width; a child’s Valenciennes lace bonnet, 
crowned with medallions; a fine lace hand- 
kerchief; two shawl-pins; a silver watch, 
fob-chain, agate seal; a French gold 
necklace and ear-drops, a pair of elegant 
agate pendant ear-drops with delicate frame- 
work, and some two dozen other items of 
jewelry, and silverware, making in all some 
1,500 worth. Immediateiy after the report of 
the affair reached the police, telegrams were sent 
to every station in town, and every effort has 
since been made to catch the offenders. They 
are slick ones whoever they are, but the town is 
so filled at present with professional crooks just 
returning from country fairs and horse-races 
that the police will undoubtedly find it 
hard work to pick out their men irom 
among the crowd. Strenuous endeavors have 
been made to keep the affair as quiet as possi- 
ble, hoping thereby to catch the thieves off 
guard, but the thieves in this case, as in nearly 
every other, make the very best plans for 
secreting their plunder. Therefore the publica- 
tion of the facts will not make the matter one 
particle more difficult of solution, 
HELD UP IN HIS STORE. 


Perhaps the most audacious piece of work 


done by professionals in this city of re- 
cent date was that of holding up and 
robbing Henry Talle the 1 ne of a 
wine-room and saloon at No. 185 Washington 
street. He usually closes up at about 
7 o'clock, but about ten minutes be- 
fore that hour Saturday night three men en- 
tered and ordered some wine. Tallert served 
them, and was passing to the rear of the store 
to make preparations for closing when he was 
assaulted by the trio, one grabbing him 
from behind, another choking him from 
in front aud ting a revolver at his 
head, with the remark in bad German, You 
must be quiet, else I will shoot you.” Tal- 
lert had no other alternative, save re- 
maining passive, which he did.

Mr. Tallert usually 
carries his money in a vest pocket, and the 
thieves evidently knew this, as they swore at 
finding none there. Fortunately on this 
evening he had just rolled up his 
money in a paper and put it into his 
pantaloons pockets, where the thieves failed in 
their hurry to search. Had they looked there 
they would have been exactly $280 richer to- 
day. Mr. Tallert says he would easily recognize 
either one of the three. 
THE SCULLY UXORICIDE. 

Coroner Dietzsch yesterday held an inquest 
upon Margaret Scully, who died Friday 
night last at the house of Ellen Me- 
Carthy, on Western avenue near For- 
ty-seventh street, of injuries inflicted 
it is said by her husband David Scully. After 
hearing a mass of testimony of the smuttiest 
and dirtiest nature possible, the jury held Scully 
to the Grand Jury for r 
but it was the opinion of more than one that an 
indictment would never be found against him, 
The most important witness was Pauline Los- 
chinski, residing with the Scully family in the 
same house on Emerald street, near the 
Stock-Yards. Wednesday last Mrs. Scuily and 
another woman got drunk together. In the 
afternoon two men came to the house, and more 
beer was bought for them. Mrs. Loschinski’s 
daughter called the attention of her mother to 
certain doings in Mrs. Sctilly’s apartments, and 
Mrs. Loschinski there saw so vile a sight that 
she refused to repeat it. Themen remained 
there until Scully, who had been told that 
two men were beating his wife, came 
home, ahd found a sight similar to that wit- 
nessed by Mrs. Loschinski. He kicked the men 
out, took severai drinks, and in the early 
evening beat and kicked his wife, as 
she was recovering from the drunken 
stupor. That night Mrs. Scully slept on the 
stoop out of doors, and to this she afterwards 
ascribed her illness. Thursday she went to the 
house Of Elizabeth Campbell, a neighbor, but 
being afraid to return home in the evening she 
went to the house ot Ellen McCarthy on West- 
ern avenue, where she died in the rocking-chair 
Friday night between the hours of 10 and 11 
o'clock. Mrs. Scully said her husband had 
beaten her because she entertained her two 
friends. Scully was so incensed at his wife’s 
conduct that he went on a spree, in which 
condition he was arrested Saturday by 
the Town of Lake police. County-Phy- 
sician Holden and Drs. Goodell, Egan, and 
Mignauit, who made the post-mortem, replied 
to the Coroner that they found the muscles 
weak, the body in a frail condition, the cranium 
all right and no lesions, though the brain had 
ap anemic appearance. The heart was perfcct- 
ly natural. All four inclined to the 
opinion that death was caused by a severe shock 
to the nervous system, which may have been 
caused either by the dissipation or by the beat- 
ing. The vitality was low, and, under any more 
suspicious circumstances, the beating would not 
have causes any inconvenience, much less death.
